GAZA: ISRAEL READY FOR TALKS 


Colonel Nasser’s Threat of “ Total War” 


After a week in Which tension along the Gaza border almost reached 
breaking point, Mr. Sharett, the Israeli Prime Minister. on Tuesday 
informed General Burns, the United Nations Truce Chief. that Israel was 
ready for high-level talks with Egypt on measures to ease the situation 

Previously, at a meeting in Cairo, Colonel Nasser. the Egyptian 
Premier, was reported to have told General Burns that any attack by 
Israel on the Gaza strip would mean “total war.” At the same time, 
Colonel Nasser proposed the creation of a demilitarised zone on both 
sides of the Gaza demarcation line to ease tension between the two 
countries. Present indications are that the Egyptians will not agree 
to high-level talks

BARMITZVAH AT COMMONS 


Within the walls of the ancient 
Palace of Westminster many and 
varied gatherings have been held, but 
never, as far as I know, a Barmitzvah 
celebration. This unique event, how- 
ever, took place on Monday evening 
when Mr. Maurice Orbach, M.P., and 
Mrs. Ruth Orbach gave a reception 
in the Members’ Dining Room of the 
House of Commons to celebrate the 
Barmitzvah of their only son, 
Laurence, who had read the portion of 
the Law the previous Saturday at the 
Hampstead Synagogue. About 250 
guests attended the reception, including 
some distinguished non-Jews, and. 
contrary to custom and expectations, 
no speeches were made. After tea the 
guesis were divided into four groups 
amd were conducted by four M.P.s 
(Mr. lan Mikardo, Mr. Orbach, Mr. 
Sidney Silverman, and Mr. W. Warbey) 
through both Houses of Parliament 
which were opened and lit up specially 
for the occasion. 


RARE OCCURRENCE 


A surprise was caused at the biennial 
elections of the United Synagogue 
Council by the election of Mr. S. S. 
Levin as an Honorary Officer (reported

Unlike the 1951 General Election, 
when Yom Kippur coimcided with the 
campaign, the recent General Election 
did not place a Jewish candidate at a 
specific disadvantage. But there is 
some evidence to show that it is often 
more difficult for a member of the 
Jewish faith to secure adoption for 
a winnable Parliamentary seat, regard- 
less of party affiliation 

l have known candidates to endure a 
.campaign of racial calumny by thei 
opponenis no less than prejudice from 
their supporters. In two adjacent con- 
Stituencics at the recent clection, two 
Jewish candidates of opposing political 
paruies were subjected to sersous hostility 
on account of their Jewssh affilations. 
In one case a letter was semt from a 
firm of solictiors advising the opposing. 


and successful. candidate that unless this: 


smear Campaign ceased, legal action 
would ensue In another constituency, 
in another part of the country. it was 


freely said that supporicrs of ane candi- 
date were advising votcrs not to vote for 
the other candidate. “ hecause he's a 
Jew (incidentally. the Jew here was 
successful) 


Interest in Shechita Dispute 


The only matter of Jewish concern 
which arose during the clection campaign 
was the shechita COMLTOVCTSY Almost! 
40) per cent of my mall rag from consti- 
tuents included a questionnaire im rela- 
tion to animals Anart from various 
references to Pit Pontes and vivisection, 
the constant issue was obrection to the 
Jewish method of animal = slaughter. 
Certain of these letters purported to be 
submitted on behalf of recognised bodies 
concerned with the welfare of animals. 
They were almost ai! signed by women 
and often gave the address of a vicarage. 
When approached. noi one signatory was 
conversant with shechita.. 

Another witeresiing probicm im the 
minds of some was Israel Io what 
extent, 1 was asked on several occasions, 
did | possess a loyalty to Israc!? “ The 
Jews are now a nation.” | was informed. 


Supposing there wa ferment im _ the 
Middle East in which Britain” was 
embroiled, where would my loyalties lic ? 
Political supporters who were not satis- 
fied with rephes to these questions made 
it clear that they would abstam rather 
than support the nominee of their own 
political party.

His brother, who remains an 
agricultural labourer, has invested sub- 
stantially in rural cottage property, but 
does not share his partiality for kashrut. 

is a remarkable sociological 
phenomenon that there are many similar 
towns in Britain.

THE MEANING OF 
JUDAISM 


From a Correspondent 


Rabbi Dr. Isidore Epstein con- 
tributes to the new edition of the 
“ Encyclopedia Britannica ~ an article 
on Judaism which marks some .very 
significant Changes from the treatment 
of this subject in earlier editions. 

Previously, the subject had 
treated in two Separate articles 
‘Hebrew Religion (covering the period 
before the rise of Christianity) and 
another on “ Judaism” (subsequent to 
Christianity). These earlier not 
only made a false dichotomy but were 
also based on non-Jewish critical theories. 
Dy pstein'’s article. however. treats of 
the subject 19 one unified whole and, 
while it takes into account the findings 
of modern scholarship and archxologica! 
rescarch, gives a distunctively Jewish inter- 
pretation 

As regards the continuity of Judaism. 
Dr. Epstein. writes as follows: “It is not 
uncommon to regard Judaism, or the 
Hebrew religion, primarily based on the 
Old Testament, as coming to an end with 
the re of Christianity. As against this 
is the considerable body of opinion which 
holds that the line of Hebrew religion has 
down in unbroken continuity

LIBERAL JUDAISM’S 
PROGRESS 


“Steady and Inevitable,” 
says President

“Liberal Judaism is continuing to 
make its steady and inevitable progress 
in the life of Anglo-Jewry,” said Sir 
Louis Gluckstein, Q.C., President of 
the Liberal Jewish Svnagogue, when 
he presided last week over the annua! 
meeting at 28 St. John’s Wood Road, 
N.W.8. 


Moving the adoption of the annual 
report and accounts, Sir Louis spoke of 
the immense variety of the activities which 
had been carried on im the synagogue 


during the year. “Our congregation, 
he said, “is now approaching the 2,200 
mark.” That. he went on, was evidence 


of the important position which they held 
in the Jewish community and of the 
attraction they had for an increasing 
number of people. That growth was not 
confined to their synagogue, but extended 
to all the other synagogues of the 
congregation. 

Sir Louis also. referred to the good 
work that was being done for the reli- 
gious instruction of their children. 


Services to Community 


In his address Rabbi Leshe Edgar said 
that they must try to maintain and even 
mcrease the services which their mem- 
bers rendered to the Jewish and genera! 
community. There was a most urgent 
need, he added. for greater co-operation 
between the different rehgious organisa- 
Lions. 

Rabbi Edgar said that their service to 
the Jewish community involved the mght- 
ing of certain injustices. One of those 
injustices, which he described as “an 
absolute iniquity.’ was the exclusion of 
children of non-Jewsh mothers from 
Orthodox religion classes They had 
to make it perfectly clear that any of 
those children would be given Jewish re!- 
gious education by the Liberal syna- 
gogues. 

He went on to speak of some of the 
marriage laws of the Orthodox com- 
munity as “ outmoded and quite unjust.” 
* The Orthodox Jewish community,” he 
added, *“ which has devoted so much time 
to the reorganisation of the Beth Din. 
would be even better advised to amend 
these laws and practices which are not 
consonant with humanity and justice.”

POISON GAS 


The Exterminations at 
Auschwitz 
To the Edeor of Tue Jewisu Curonicia 


Sik,—-In your editorial recently on 


the Auschwitz gas trial, you remark 
that in the many reports which were 
published in 1942 on the German 


mass murders, “ there was not a single 
mention of poison gas.” This does 
not appear to be entirely correct. 

In November, 1942, the Polish Govern- 


mem issued a report which found thai 
among ine mcans of mass cxricrmimation 
were, apart from wholesale shooung, 
¢lectrocuuion and lethal! gas-chambers.”’ 
It was stated, for example, that “ recently 
10.000 Jews wer gassed Crelm., lhe 

rchbishop oof York (Dr 
evidently had this report in mind, when, 
speaking in the House of Lords, he said 
on December 9, 1942: “ Men. women. 
and children :are put to death by 
massacre, pomon gas, clectrocution, and

li seems ‘reasonable to assume that the 
relevant pomts were also. correctly 
described in contemporary reports of the 
gassings. If they were not so revealed, 
can uv be that electrocution was considered 
the more hkely, less incredible, variety 
of murder? At all events, it appears 
that, on the whole, the extermination by 
£45 Was if 1942 as well known as the 
rest of the “ final solution.” If one 
feature was more readily noted than 
others, perhaps account must be taken 
of the failings infesting merely ordinary 
human minds. There are moments even 
today when some of us will think we 
cannot entirely grasp the enormity and 
the iniquity of the crime. — 

Hitler, of course, throve on this ail 
too human failing when he found not 
mercly that a le need only be big enough 
to be universally beheved, but also that 
a truth need only be ghastly cnough to 
be universally disbelieved. Some benefit 
of ths consideration might, perhaps, be 
given to the Swedish Government, though 
much of your criticism may not be wiih 
out warranty. After all; there was truth 
in what Dr. Schwarzbart said at the ume 
the Polish Governmem report was pub- 
lished: “ The world is asked to betieve 
m the unbelievable.”

Dr. Chesser’s Reply 


To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,——-We all deplore the “iron cur- 
tain” that separates East from West 
as a menace to the free interchange 
of ideas upon which coexistence and 
even survival itself ultimately depend. 

li is surely just as great a pity that 
we should allow a simular barricr to exist 
between the strictly Orthodox on the one 
hand and the “ deviationists”’ such as 
myself, on the other, who for one reason 
or another cannot toe the “ party line” 
with the unhestating uncritical 
obedience expected of us. May I sug- 
gest that this barrier may have the same 
inherem dangers as political 
prototype ? 

We might do well to consider our 
stuation—and our controversics—agains 
the broader. background. .We may use 
different labels and call ourselves Jews, 
Christians, or Mohammedans, as the case 
may be, but in reality we all have the 
same goal and are moved by the same 
spirt. We are all God's children and 
each secks the truth in the light of his 
own reason. Those who have so found 
the truth may be judged fortunate indeed. 
It is surely all the more strange that the 
enjoyment of this privilege should so 
often bear fruit in intolerance. 

We of all people must jealously guard 
freedom of thought and belief, not to 
speak the freedom of the press! 
Intolerance ill-behoves any of us, the 
more so the strictly Orthodox. Perhaps, 
therefore, you will permit me to stress 
the poimt ] wished to make im my review 
article on “ Sex and Society.” 

It could be argued that since God lays 
down the terms it is our duty to fulfil 
them, and that since the laws of God, 
as propounded in the Old Testament, do 
not change from generation to generation 
there is no justification for any change 
in enther belief or practice—and no 
excuse, therefore, for noncontformity on 
the part of the individual. But surely 
a distinction can be drawn between those 
matters by which faith siands or falls 
and those which have only a tempora! 
application. 

For example, one would not doubt the 
universality and validity of the Ten 
Commandments. But who today would 
make use of the test of the “ bitter 
waters " to reveal a wifes infidelity ? 
There was a time when sacrifice to God 
was made by means of the burnt offer- 
ing. Today this Sacrifice 1s made 
symbolically lt ss unrealistic m the 
extreme to expect the contemporary mind 
to react as the relatively primitive mind 
did.’ By all means let those who find a 
genuine relgious significance in certain 
rituals observe them. My quarrel is not 
with belief. It 1s with those who seek to 
impose their own rigid pattern, demand- 
ing an unconditional acceptance of total 
orthodoxy as a necessary prerequisite for 
being counted among the faithful. It is 
above all with those who overstress 
external conformity without regard to the 
teaching of true spirituality——or, to put it 
more exactly, to the encouragement of the 
spirruality latent within all of us, With 
regard to the first objection, behef comes 
from within and not from without. It ts 
the willing acceptance of a trutn recog 
nised as such by the rational mind. What 
we are drilled or coerced into accepting 
is not bebhef at all Rationality and faith 


combine differing proporuions in 
different minds. Hence a truth that may 
be totally acceptable to one may prove 


bevond credence to another There is 
much in the dogma and docirne of any 
religion that taxes the rauionality of ihe 
average mind. To entirely surrender 
rationality. produces superstition, not 
faith. Yet this is just what the strictly 
Orthodox are expecting many of us to 
do. . Must i be all-or. nothing? . hh is 
carrying authoritarianism to extremes to 
msist on complete surrender. on every 
point and iota of doctrin 

| know the arguments against the 
reinterpretation of our ancien laws 
Subjective judgment may be an uncertaim 
and even dangerous guide. But we may 
be faced with the chorc between the 
lesser and the greater evil 

We hea ' t deal todas of the 
decline m religous farnh and. practice. 
Quite nightly we trace this dechne to 
defective influences within the home. But 
the most defective influence, to my mind. 
is that which lays stress on the letter of 
the law and not on the spirit. The tragedy 
is that by doing so we pervert the child's 
nattiral spiritual development. Properly 
cultivated and encouraged this can lead 
not only to religious feelings in the more 
orthodox sense but to a fuller develop- 
ment of the child's nature, including the 
spiritual, 

But the reverse happens when he is’ fed 
only with the husks of dogma and is 
forced into religious observance. It is 
small wonder that so many grow up 
somewhat cynical and sceptical, question- 
ing the validity of traditional behefs and 
practices. It 1s a mistake to believe that 
a truly religious sense can ever result 
from indoctrination. 

We Jews cannot afford to be com- 
placent. There is a decline in faith: 
mixed marriages are on the increase; so 
is divorce and delinquency. It is one 
thing to say that all this happens because 


people are forsaking the standards and 
principles of their forefathers. The real 
question 1s—-why do they forsake them ? 
If the sheep stray might not be because 
the shepherd fails to give them the guid- 
ance they need—-or, because the only 
pastures he offers fail to satisfy their 
wants? 

Obviously, principles should not give 
way to expedience bul a reinterpretation 
more in accordance with the times does 
not negate principle. And so 1 would 
rok our Orthodox rabbis to think care- 
fully on a question admittedly dangerous 
in all its implications. Life is not static 
and we must adapt ourselves to our grow- 
ing and changing world if we are to 
survive. Let us beware, therefore, of 
worshipping the shadow lest we jose the 
substance. 


Onc last word—being _ religiously 
imbued but not sessed of the same 
degree of belief as your Orthodox 


readers, tt appears I failed to appreciate 
how offensive might be the use of the 
term “barbaric.” | hasten, therefore, to 
retract this word and express regret for 
any affront I may have unintentionally 
caused, 

I would however like to make the 
following observation. One does pot 
require to be a mathematician nor a 
physicist to express an opimon on the 
possible uses and abuses of atomic energy 
or the hydrogen bomb. Equally one does 
not require to be learned in the Talmud, 
a rabbi, or a jurist to express an opinion 
on the possible uses and abuses of the 
Iteral interpretation of our ancient laws 
despite the fact that the laws of the spirit 
may be just as incxorable as the laws of 
nature.

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CONSULTATIVE 
CONFERENCE 
FROM this Sunday evening and until next 
Thursday, there will. be meeting in London 
the important Consultative Conference of 
Jewish Organisations. This gathering is being 
jointly sponsored by three influential national 
bodies: the Alliance Israélite Universelle, the 


American Jewish Committee, and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, Each of these bodies can 


take pride in a long and distinguished record 


of service to Jewry. The Alliance Israélite 
Universelle was founded in 1860 to work for 
Jewish emancipation and progress in the spirit 
of those ideals of human liberty which France 
first championed on the Continent of Europe. 
In 1871, when the work of the Alliance had 
been temporarily hindered by the Franco- 
Prussian War, the Anglo-Jewish Association 
was established with similar objectives by 
Jews who were imbued with the principles of 
British freedom and enlightenment. Follow- 
ing the infamous Kishinev pogroms, the 
American-Jewish Committee was founded in 
1906 by American citizens who were deter- 
mined to advance those concepts of 
democracy and freedom which flourished in 
the New World. These three bodies, in 
accordance with their respective programmes 
and in their own separate spheres, have made 
outstanding contributions to the well-being 
of Jewry throughout the world. None of their 
founders, however, could have envisaged that 
their fond hopes of the rapid expansion of 
human civilisation—and the consequent 
amelioration of the Jewish problem every- 
where-—were doomed to be destroyed by the 
ravages of two World Wars and the vile 
barbarities of Nazism. 


Ten years ago, after the hard-won Allied 
victory, new problems and responsibilities 
faced the world in general and Jewry in par- 
ticular, The Charter of the United Nations 
was formulated to proclaim the hopes of man- 
kind for a better future. In this Charter, 
provision was made for consultation with 
international non-Governmental organisa- 
tions concerned with the furtherance of its 
humanitarian work. Accordingly, while still 
vigorously continuing with their separate 
activities for the common cause, the Alliance 
Israéiite Universelle, the American Jewish 
Committee, and the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion combined together in September, 1946, 
to form the Consultative Council of Jewish 
Organisations, which is now one of five Jewish 
groups having consultative status with 
the United Nations. In February, 1946, the 
American Jewish Committee and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association jointly sponsored a 
London Conference of Jewish Organisations, 
which was attended by delegates from fifteen 
countries. During the past nine years, 
tremendous changes and developments have 
occurred, and it will be generally recognised 
that the time 1s now opportune for the con- 
vening of the present conference. 

The agenda deals with many outstanding 
questions of current concern. “Jewish Life in 
Western Europe and North Africa Today” 
will bee the underlying theme. When the 
London Conference met in 1946, it was still 
doubtful to what extent a revival of the 
Jewish communities in Western Europe was 
possible. Now, however, despite all difficulties, 
firmly established communities exist, which 
do not seek to emigrate. Proposals will be 
discussed for the strengthening of Jewish 
religious, educational, and cultural life. The 
relation of Jewish communities to their 
environment will be considered with reference 
to methods of combating antisemitism and of 
furthering better understanding between Jews 
and non-Jews. One aspect of this topic is the 
fight for human rights, which will introduce 
a survey of the work accomplished by the 
United Nations and other international 
organisations and of activities still to be 
undertaken in ts sphere. The present critical 
condition of the Jews of North Africa gives 
a special urgency to the consideration of the 
situation that confronts the Jewish communi- 
ties in Algeria, Tunisia, and Morocco. In 
discussing “Needs and Resources for the 
Progress of Jewish Community Life,” par- 
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ticular regard will be paid to the Conference 
on Jewish Materia! Claims Agaimst Germany 
and the allocation of its funds. 


A subject of fundamental significance on 
the agenda is “The Impact of the State of 
Israel on Jewish Communities in Other 
Lands.” It is understood that the session 
devoted to this topic will be attended by the 
Israeli AMBASSADOR: an official observer 
from the Embassy will also attend ; and there 
will be delegates from other European coun- 
tries. All the more regrettable, therefore, is 
the decision of the British Board of Deputies, 


_ and of several Jewish organisations in other 


lands who were invited to send delegates, not 
to attend. The refusal of the Deputies to send 
an observer, if only as a matter of courtesy, 
iS aN UNgenerous act and is not calculated to 
make any the smoother the path for a 
rapprochement among all Jewish bodies 
engaged in similar humanitarian works. 
Unfortunately, there has been concerted and 
organised opposition by partisan interests to 
prevent participation in the Conference, I his 
deplorable spirit of partisanship is in marked 
contrast to the attitude taken by Professor 
Bropetsky,. the then President of the 
Board of Deputies, who officially attended 
the 1946 Conference. The present grave times 
demand good will and co-operation between 
all who are endeavouring to find constructive 
solutions to the many grievous problems 
which beset the Jewish people. 


British Jewry will desire to offer a warm 
welcome to the members of the Conference 
who have made long journeys to attend it 
from other lands. 


SCHOOLS’ PROGRESS 


IN our last week's issue a report was printed 
of a conference that had been convened by 
the London Board of Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion im order to enable its Honorary Officers 
to meet members of local education com- 
mittees for the purpose of discussing problems 
affecting Hebrew and religien classes. Apart 
from the overriding problem of finance, one 
great difficulty that came under discussion 
was the dearth of qualified teachers. It was 
stated that the supply and training of teachers 
presented a probiem that proved almost 
intractable. Apparently the London Board 
is Once again engaged in discussions with 
Jews’ College on a new approach to the whole 
question of the supply of teachers. Mean- 
while, it was tentatively smggested that some 
of the present pupils in the classes might be 
persuaded—with the encouragement of their 
parents and the inducement of financial 
grants—in due course to enter the Faculty. 


At the annual Speech Day of the Has- 
monean Grammar Schools (reported on 
page 19 in our present issue) pointed reference 
was made to this same problem. Stating that 
there was a great dearth of Jewtsh women 
teachers and appealing for pupils to enter the 
teaching profession, the Headmistress of the 
Girls’ School assured the parents that it was 
not true that Jewish women teachers “ do not 
marry.” The Headmaster (Mr. W. STANTON) 
and Headmistress (Mrs. E. CoHen) both 
reported continuing and most gratifying 
progress. Both institutions belong to the ever- 
growing and developing network of schools 
under the energetic direction of the Jewish 
Secondary Schools Movement, which, 
founded by the late Rabbi Dr. Victor Scnon- 
FELD, recently celebrated its silver jubilee. The 
Hasmonean Grammar School for Boys, which 
is now celebrating its tenth anniversary, has 
achieved high standards in both religious and 
general education. As the Headmaster 
reported, among its scholastic successes in 
recent years has been the gaining of four 
Open Scholarships to British Universities, 
three of them to Oxford. Also, the boys’ 
school will shortly equal its brother establish- 
ment in North London, the Avigdor 
Secondary Grammar School, in achieving 
voluntary aided status under its appropriate 
County Council. These results emphasise the 
comments of Professor Cyrit Doms when he 
pointed out that the proper interplay of Jewish 
and secular study provided a stimulus and an 
inspiration which was the real aim of a 
balanced education, 

It will be remembered that the Jewish 
Secondary Schools Movement and _ the 
London Board for Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion are now closely associated in the work of 
the recently created London Jewish Educa- 
tional Foundation. Through disinterested 
collaboration in the cause of Jewish educa- 
tion they may well be able to help in solving 
some of the problems which now appear so 
intractable. 


CHRONICLE 


THE GAZA BORDER 


THe dangers inherent in the deteriorating 
situation on Israel's Gaza border have been 
reflected in the extent to which United 
Nations authorities have been active im this 
matter. General BuRNS, the United Nations 
Truce Chief, has been in Cairo and in Jeru- 
salem and the U.N. Secretary-General 
himself has taken an important part in 


. negotiations. While declarations were being 


made by all parties concerned in the problem 
there was again a possibility that Israel would 
find herself out-manceuvred on the diplomatic 
front. With all their agility, the Israelis have 
not always shown that they are at their best 
in presenting their case to the world. There is 
a suspicion that this arises from a Certain 
dichotomy at the head of the Government. 
Once again we find the Egyptian Government 
putting itself in the right by accepting the 
four-point plan proposed by General Burns, 
while the Israelis hold back on the subject of 
establishing a demilitarised zone and instead 
are insisting upon high-level talks. It ts diff- 
cult to follow the Israeli argument that 
demilitarised zones increase rather than 
lessen tension, _ Surely, if a troubled area 
exists, the first thing to do is to withdraw 
troops from both sides, and then there ts a 
chance of reducing tension and preparing 
the way for the next steps. If the Israelis msist 
on patrolling right up to the frontier there ts 
far more danger that they will be shot at 
than if they withdraw, as General BuRNs has 
suggested, at least one kilometre inside their 
own territory, a step which in any event could 
have little strategic significance. The lesson 
of holding high-level talks after reducing 
tension might be learned from the Western 
Powers. Now that there has been some 
improvement im East-West relations the 
moment has been found appropriate to 
arrange talks at the top level. So im the 
Middle East, after all possible steps have been 
taken on lines suggested by General 
BURNS, and apparently accepted by Egypt. 
the Israelis might find the climate propitious 
for holding a similar meeting. 


SIGNIFICANT ELECTION 

it is 55 years since the United Synagogue 
Council overrode a nomination of the retiring 
Honorary Officers and Executive Committee 
and elected a different member as an Honor- 
ary Officer. The significance of the election 
of Mr. S. S. Levin last week ts clear ; it is 
an indication of the views of the Council 
upon one of the most important communal 
issues of the day-—Jewish religious education. 
Early this year, on January 17, the Honorary 
Officers, as a result of the demand for the 
restoration of the 334 per cent education tax, 
recommended the Council to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate, among other things, the 
constitution of the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education, from the standpoint of 
the United Synagogue, and whether the 
United Synagogue was bearing an undue 
proportion of the Board's expenditure. Mr. 
LEVIN, who is Chairman of the London 
Board, characterised this as an attempt to 
bring about its disintegration and to set up a 
department for the United Synagogue’s own 
classes. Ihe Cuter Rapsi addressed a letter 
to Mr. EWEN MONtAGU to express his fears 
for the future of the London Board, but Mr. 
MontaGu publicly declared that there was 
no attempt to wreck the Board. As a member 
of Council, Mr. Levin’ advised his 
colleagues not to embark on this inquiry ; it 
could, he argued, only confuse the issue, 
endanger teacher recruitment, and produce 
a prolonged inter-synagogal conflict, of which 
the Board would be victim. The decision to 
appoint the committee was taken by a small 
majority after two counts. That the present 
election of Mr. LEVIN should come at a time 
when the committee is about to report, 
suggests that the Council has had second 
thoughts on the subject of education. Mr. 
Levin, as an Honorary Officer of the United 
Synagogue, may find himself in an unenviable 
position, Io oppose the report, if he thinks 
it justifies his fears, might put him in opposi- 
tion to his new colleagues. On the other hand. 
Mr. LevIN has not shown himself to be a 
person to change his convictions with his 
place in the Council chamber. Nor would 
the Council expect him to do so. It would 
be as well to be prepared for an impasse, 
although it could be avoided if, now that Mr. 
LEVIN is also an Honorary Officer, his United 
Synagogue colleagues were to discuss policies 
again with him and make sure that sweet 
reasonableness prevails before the report is 
presented at the special meeting on June 27.

(President: of the 


HE Consultative Conference

sponsored by the Alhance 
Israclite Universelle, the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, and the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee, will meet in 
London ten years after the small 
remnants of European Jewry were 
lrberated. The victory of democracy 
over the most inhuman tyranny the 
world has ever known saved a scant 
million and a half of our brethren 
from the fate of the Six Million, 
and restored the histaric continuity 
of human freedom to Western 
Europe 

In the spring of 1946. together with 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, we of 
the American Jewish Committee met, 
for the first time, with representatives 
of the stil-shattered and helpless 
Jewish communities of Europe. At 
that time, many survivors were still 
homeless and hopeless wanderers 
across a continent in ruins. They 
had little trace of group cohesiveness, 
or community life, and little direct 


sense of belonging to any place or any 
society.

loday, a ‘decade later, Europe is 
progressing towards new levels of 
prosperity, and most Western 
Furopean Jews enjoy personal 
economic security. Their will to sur- 
vive as Jews evident. Organised 
communities function in many 
localities--many of them no longer 


dependent on American Jewish sup- 
port. They are devoting themselves 
to re-creating the bases and vital 
institutions of Jewish life. In increas- 
ing measure, they are endeavouring to 
meet: their own social and welfare 
needs, and in recent years many have 
also helped to alleviate the burdens of 
Israel: The major, question now 
remaining ts whether these communtr 
ties can create enough —§ spiritual 
cohesiveness and-a sense of belonging 
to guarantee the survival of European 
Jewish life. 

The Jewish communities of Europe 
today are blessed with devoted leaders 

men who themselves experienced 
much suffering and were witness to 
the tragedy of their people. Job and 
Odysseus both tell us that “he who 
much has suffered, much will know!’ 
These Jewish leaders must, therefore, 
know much indeed. And so they have 
remained strong in Jewish devotion, 
bending their best endeavours to 
rebuild Jewish life within West Euro- 
pean civilisation.

HE United Nations Commis- 
sion on Human Rights held 
at Geneva from April 4 to 

April 30, its 11th session, the first 
one since the adoption of the 
universal Declaration in 1948 which 
was not devoted to the study of 
pacts intended to translate the prin- 
ciples of this Declaration into the 
form of juridical commitments. 

The draft of these agreements— 
revised, on the initiative of the British 
in June. 1947—has for some months 
past been under consideration by the 
General Assembly of the United 
Nations, which, during the autumn of 
1954, devoted to it some rather heated 
discussions. 


It would be ridiculous to hope that 
the various Governments will easily be

opinion, recently expressed by the 
Conference of Non-Governmental 
Organisations, stimulates them by con- 
tinuous efforts to do so. 

Despite the defeat of Hitler, States, 
jealous of their sovereignty, invoke 
Article 2, Paragraph 7, of the Charter 
in order to debar the United Nations 
from intervening in their internal 
affairs in the name of international 
protection. under the Covenant of 
Human Rights Some federated 
States declare bluntly that they are not 
willing to accept responsibility for 
the actions of the States composing 
them. If other Great Powers claim 
to be zealous for the agreements, in 
which they are prepared to include 
very far-reaching provisions, it is 
Sometimes because they intend to press 
for the inclusion of many “ reserva- 
tions * concerning the means of put- 
ting these into effect: this indicates a 
grave danger of what may be regarded 
as verging on trickery. 


It is useless to conceal the fact that 
mher States. perhaps those which are 
in practice most highly disposed to 
respect human rights. are hesitant to 
undertake engagements that are at the 
same time too rigid too 
immediate to be observed by all the 


signatories. Furthermore, some of | 


them have not yet come to realise 
that these agreements intended to 
safeguard the personal and collective 
rights of the imdividual must also 
include the principle of the right of 
peoples to arrange their own affairs. 
and that this will in practice entail 
political relationships between States 
and organisations very different from 
the Commission or from the future 
Committee of Human Rights 

However, the experience of the last 
thirty years, and in particular that of 
the International Labour Organisa- 
tion, proves that social progress results 
not only from internal conventions by 
various countries but also from 
information, from studies of the sub- 
ject, and from international recom- 
mendations. 

That js why the Commission on 
Human Rights, relieved for the 
moment from the necessity to study 
conventions, has devoted recent 
months to revising and adjusting its 
programme of work for the coming 
years. 

It has decided in particular to 
include jn forthcoming editions of the 
Human Rights “ Year-book” special 
reports by States’ members on the 
struggle against the arbitrary arrest 
or exile of individuals, and of legisla-

NE of the significant differ- 

ences between the Charter 

of the United Nations and 
the Covenant of the League of 
Nations was the provision in the 
Charter about Individual Rights 
snd Fundamental Freedoms and the 
part given to non-governmental 
nodies representing the common 
man in International Councils con- 
serned with those issues. 
h is said in Article 7i: “ the 
cconomic and Social Council may 
make suitable arrangements for con- 
witation wth non-governmental orga- 
sications Which are concerned with 
matters within its competence. The 
sention js that organs of the U.N. 


snd its specialised agencies ai 
iinesco and the High Commmssioner 


tions dedicated to the cause of Human 
Rights and the promotion of the civil. 
social, economic, religious, and cul- 
tural welfare of Jews throughout the 
world. These bodies are, in order of 
age, the Alliance Israélite Universelle. 
the Anglo-Jewish Association. and the 
American Jewish Committee. It was 
said in their application: “The 
interests and activities of each of these 
Organrsations are world wide in scope. 
and based upon a set of principles and 
a plulosophy of service which they 
share in common.” 

Consultative bodies accredited to 
the Economic and Social Counci!

_ The crux of the problem was the 
implementation of the rules: how 
should the individual or group com- 
plaining of denial or violation of 
rights secure the intervention of an 
international authonty ? The C.C.J.O. 
took a prominent part in that issue, 


pressing the right of individual 
petition and the examination of 
petitions by an organ of the U.N. 


But unfortunately during the last years 
the international climate has been 
inclement for Human Rights. The 
cold war had a freezing effect on the 
Governments of the Western democ- 
racies and made them timid of the 
conventions drafted by the Commis- 
sion, and opposed to the insertion of 
any neht of individuals to bring com- 
plaints before the U.N. organ. The 
N.G.O.s, which are keepers of the 
conscience of nations, are fighting a 
rearguard action to keep alive humani- 
tarian aims of the U.N... so hopefully 
proclanmed in the Charter. 

In other fields, however, the C.C.J.O. 
can point to achievements of prin- 


ciple and of practice. The Genocide 
Convention, which, with other Jewish 
N.G.O.s, promoted, was adopted 
by the Assembly in 1949, and has been 
ratified by many States, including 


Western Germany. but not (Creat 
Britain or the United States A Con- 
vention on. Sstatelessness has been 


dratted, and will be considered by a 
conterence of Government pienipo- 
lentiaries [he status of refugees has 
defined by an_ international 
treaty. and the office of the High 
Commissioner for Refugees, estab- 
lished for a period of has,

In its relations with Specialised 
Agencies, also, the C.C.J.O. has been 
active It took part in conferences 
of Unesco about mental illness, racial 
and religious discrimination, and the 
correction of history text-books so 
as to eliminate religious prejudice. 
Recently it took part in meetings of 
the N.G.O.s at Geneva to consider 
measures against discrimination It 
was instrumental. too. in getting the 
LN. Children’s Emergency Fund to 
launch a campaign against the eye- 
disease of trachoma which afflicts par- 
ticularly children in North Africa, and 
to set up health centres for children

OUNDED in 1860 by-a number 
of young French Jews, the 
Alliance Israélite Lniverselle 
today provides in its 130 schools for 
$0,000 children drawn from places as 
far apart as Mogador and Ispahan ; 
it has been the instrument of emanci- 
pation for the Jews of these places. 
The President. M. René Cassin. Vice- 
President of the Conseil dEtat and a 
member of the Institut, has been the 
chief artificer of the activities of the 
Alliance since 1946. 

Nowadays the chief emphasis of the 
scholastic work of the Alliance ts directed 
to Morocco. where the first school was 
set up as far back as 1864, nearly half 
a century before the establishment of the 
Protectorate. Today 30,053 pupils attend 
the 80 schools of the Alliance in 
Morocco. and they sit for the State 
examimations. 

In Tuntsia. where 3,804 children attend 
the five Alliance schoois, in Libya and 
Fevpt. in the Lebanon, where four 
schools meet the needs of 1,160 pupils, 
and in Syria, the Alliance carries on its 
fight against ignorance and wreichedness. 
In Persia 7,160 pupils attend 23 primary 
schoo!s and 834 receive secondary educa- 
tion. The educational work of the 
organisation extends also to Isracl, where

there are 4,000 pupils in Alliance schools. 

The problem of finding a sufficiency of 
teachers has been a major preoccupation 
of the Alliance <cver since its formation. 
There has for this reasan been estab- 
lished in Paris (at Auteuil) the Ecole 
Normale Israelite Orientale, which 
received official recognition as far back 
as 1880. The Alliance has also opened at 
Casablanca a Hebrew école normale, 
catering for 84 pupils, which supplies 
modern teachers of Hebrew while proved- 
ing sound Hebrew culture as well as a 
good general education. 

The Alliance Istaélite does not confine 
itself to providing general instruction for 
the children of ten countries who are 
under its tutelage. Professional appren- 
uiceships have always boen cons dered 
as a normal and necessary complement 
to school work. In Morocco and in 
Isract there ate operated professions! 
schools which make available to old 
pupils of the Alliance, both boys and 
girls, Opportunities in varied trades and 
professions To take one = striking 
example, the Agricultural School of 
Mikveh-Israclt. founded in 1870, 
provides proncers for the cultivation of 
the soil of Israel. 

In 1949 the Alliance decided to take 
steps to counter a scourge that was 
ravaging the Mediterranean regions and 
afflicting thousands of children with 
blindness trachoma A schoo] for 
sufferers from this disease—-a Sschool-cum- 
hospital was opened at Casablanca 
During the six years that have cnsucd 
hundreds of children. definitely curcd 
thanks to the modern scientific (rcatment 
they have received, have been readmiticd 
to the ordinary Alliance schools.

INCE its origin, following the 
Kishinevy pogroms almost a hail- 
century ago, the American Jewish 
Committee has sought on a world 
wide basis to protect “the civil and 
religious rights of Jews,” and to win 
for them equality of economic 
social, and educational opportunity.” 

Ihe Commulice s programme ts 
on us concepuon ol the relation of Jews 
to each other ithe world over and to 
their fellow-<cuizens in their respective 
native lands. While rejecting the theors 
of world Jewrh nationalism, we oppose 
the joss of wdentity that results trom 
assimilation. We seek freedom for Jews 
im every country of their birth or adop- 
uuon to share fully. the rights and respon- 
sibiluics of citizenship and to Participaic 
in all aspects of tts political, economic, 
cultural, and social iife. We also seck 
to maintain and enrich the religious, his- 
torical, and cultural herttage that 14s 
shared by Jews wherever they may hive 

To realise these goals im a tension- 
torn world. the Commitiee believes, tha 
human rights for all must be protecicd 
imecrnationaliy and the cancer of anii- 
semitism must be excised wherever 1 
appears. Since the Second World War 
the Committee has been active on many 
fronts: m free Europe, to the 
reconstruction of Jewish communal! life 
in North Afrca. to protect a half-million 
Jews caught in‘the upheaval in that ares 
and in certain countries of South 
America. On a global] scale. the Com 
mittee has allied nself with the forc: 
of freedom agaimst all forms of 
totalitananism. Through the U.N. part 
cularly, we have soughi to forward tnt 
national protection of human rights, th: 
conquest of prejudice, and the removal! 
of discrimination with respect to religion 
race. and ecthaic origin. 

The Commutee’s efforts on behalf of 
Israel refiect pragmatic, non-political 
concern with tts building up as a vital 
spiritual and cultural centre, and the 
development of tts capacity to provide a 
free and dignified life for those who 
desire to make u their home Ou 
emphasis--from the time of our endorse. 
ment of the Balfour Declaration through 
our support of the Partition Plan to 
present eflorts for peace im the Middle 
Fast—has been on the practical and 
humanitatian, and not on the political 
The SCT VICES We have rendered 
Isracl, as well as the constructive criticism 
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we have directed at 
times both to Israel 
and our own Govern- 
mem, have been 
pursued with the full 
realisation that 
“citizens of the 
United States are 
Americans and 
ciuzens of Israel are 
israclis. 

The Commiuttec’s 
activities in America 
have been shaped by

[ is an interesting historical fact 

that the Franco-Prussian War 

played a part in the founding of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association. When 
Paris was surrounded in 1870, English 
members of the Allance Israélite 
Universelle, and principally its Liver- 
pool branch, were cut off from the 
Paris headquarters. As a result, a 
number of Britssh Jews decided to 
establish a similar organisation § in 
ngland concerned with the affairs 
of their fellow-Jews abroad. and in 
the A.J.A. was founded. 

S:noe its inception it has been inspired 
by tS ormemal aims: 

lo ard in promoting the social, moral. aad 
nt cluail progress Of ihe Jews 

To obtain protecuon for Jews who may suffer 
n consegeence of being Jews 
lts first major task was at the Congress 
of Berlin, on behalf of the Jewish com-

Fr we are to say in a few words 
what Israel and the Jews have 
gained by Israel's independence 

i can think of nothing better than 
this: We have unpacked our packs, 
we have thrown away the wan- 
derer’s staff. We have come home. 


It has happened. got only to that 
large part of the Jewish people who 
have found their homes in Israel. It 
has happened—psychologically, with 
Isracl’s independence—to the whole 
Jewish people, to ng Jew. wherever 
he may live, secure, firmly rooted in 
the land of his birth. under democratic 
rule, where he is an integral part of 
the nation. I would say it has created 
a new sense in the subconscious of 
everv Jew, everywhere. 

Let us make no mistake. Hitler put 
a sense of insecurity into every Jewish 
heart. everywhere. Every Jew had to 
admit that what had happened to the 
German Jews, to the Polish Jews. to 
all European Jewry. could also happen 
to him. Why not? Could the Ger- 
man Jews before Hitler have imagined 
it would happen to them? 

Isracl has given a sense of security 
to those Jews who have found or have 
inherited their homes for generations 
past. in the democratic countries. 
enjoving equal crtizenship, enjoying al! 
privileges and duties like every citizen. 
fecling absolutely at home. They are 
now hike a tightrope walker. who ts 
m no danger of falling, yet feels more 
at ease knowing that there is a net 
spread below to catch him if he should 
sip. It 1s so even in the lands where 
Jews feel most secure. Israel is there. 
should they slip. God forbid. Israel 
is the safety net which is now spread 
under every Jew, no matter where he 
is, whether the rope he watks 1s firm 
or slipping. 


We may safely say that there is not 
a single Jew today anywhere on this 
globe who. if he wants to leave his 
homeland. for any reason, and if his 
Government will only let him go, 
hasnt a place to go to, The gates of 
Israel are open to every Jew. Emma 
Lazarus's words on the Statue of 
Liberty in New York harbour. “ Give 
me your tired, your poor .. . the 
wretched refuse the homeless.” 
are now written over the doors of 
Isracl. only a little changed. to fit our 
case: “Come to me. every wretched. 
tormented, suffering Jew.” 

Israel has emptied all the concentra- 
lon camps, it has taken all the orphan 
children and the lost youth. it has 
admitted all the uprooted of the rem- 
nants of Israel in Europe who wanted 
to go there to renew their lives, al! 
who could not or would not return to 
their lands of birth. so that there is 
foday not one Jew in Europe who is 
unwanted. who would wish to go to 
Isracl and can't. Israel! would do anv- 
thing in the world. if she could. to 
Save the remnants of Israel in 
Rumania. in Poland. Hungary. Bul- 
faria. and the two and a half million 
Jews in Russia who have been cut off 
from the Jewish root. Israel keeps 
Pleading with Russia to let that part of 
Russian Jewry go which clings to its 
Jewish origin and longs to rejoin the 
Jewish people 


Israel has emptied Yemen of its 
Jews. It has liberated thousands and 
thousands of Jews who for centuries 
were oppressed persecuted, 
degraded to the state of slaves. and 
who since the independence of Israel 
Were in danger of being annihilated by 
their Moslem neighbours, as Jews have 
been in other Moslem countries. The 
Population of Israel has more than 
doubled since the liberation of Israel. 
Nearly half Israel's population 


many consists of Oriental Jews whom

hostile Moslem peoples. 


lam not qualified to deal with the 
fconomic aspects of this process.

But everybody 
knows what Israel has done for the

what I saw during my recent stay in 
Israel. 
What has Israel done with the popu- 
lation it has admitted since its inde- 
pendence, exceeding the numbers of 
its entire previous population ? It took 
the broken and crippled surviving 
victims of the concentration camps and 
the death camps and put them into 
hospitals and sanatoria. which Malben. 
an agency of the Joint Distribution 
Committee of America, has opened 
for them different parts of 
the country. They are treated there 
by doctors and specialists, and are 
looked after by sisters of mercy. the 
nurses of the Hadassah. and are being 
nursed back to normal health A 
large part of these remnants of the 
camps have since left the hospitals and 
have been absorbed in the constructive 
work in Israel. But a great many of 
them are incurable: they can never 
recover. They are being maintained 
and cared for lovingly in the insti- 
tutions which are devoted to them. 


The old people who have been left 
on their own, or who have their wives. 
hve m Homes for the Aged, which 
Malben has established all over the 
country. These are not institutions. 
Homes for the Aged—they are sana- 
torma and hotel-towns. I should be 
glad if all old people -including my- 
self-left without a home of their 
own could live in homes like these 
which Malben has established for the 
old people in Israel. Those | saw are 


wonderful places. set among large. 
beautiful gardens: they are real 
garden cities. Some occupy space 


enough for a whole garden city. The 
old people live in one-storey houses, 
to save them climbing stairs. Husband 
and wife have a large private room. 
furnished like a room in a home: 
they may arrange it to suit their 
individual taste. . Those who are on 
their own share a room between two 
or three. Malben tries to keep together 
people who lived in the same place 
and knew each other. Or. if thes 
prefer, with their new friends 

Ihe dining-rooms are spacious 
Four meals a day are provided. There 
are recreation rooms and reading- 
rooms Malben supplies the books 
from its central circulating library. 
There are also workrooms. where the 
old people can do lhght work Ihe

men do carpentry. The women sew 
and knit and embroider. The articles 
they produce are sold by Malben and 
the old people get paid for them. But 
mostly the old men prefer to work in 
the garden. to be outdoors. 

Of course. each Home has its syna- 
gogue, which is stocked with religious 
books. In the garden towns they have 
their own rabbis attached to the 
Homes, who look after the religious 
life and take study classes. In smaller 
places they have visiting rabbis, who 
come several times a week Ihe 
Homes are strictly kasher: Sabbaths 
and Holy-days are observed by all 
Beyond that there is no compulsion 
Those who seek their consolation in 
religion do so. Others read. go to 
lectures by visiting professors or 
writers, and sometimes by such who 
are now residents of the Homes. Or 
they play games, or entertain them- 
selves in any way they like. which does 
not disturb those who are at their 
devotions or engage! in religious 
studies. There are  .imemas in the 
Homes. with several changes of pro- 
gramme each week 


I had the honour during my siay in 
Israel to receive a warmly worded 
testrmonial with a citation from repre- 
sentatives of the Joint for my work 
with thrs great rehef organisation from 
the time of its establishment in 1914. 
when. | was one of the founders. a 
Charter member. The presentation 
was made in one of the Homes for the 
Aged. I should lke to repeat a feu 
words of what I said on that occasion 

“ Hitler took from the people you serve 
every comfort m hfe. all the love and 
care of a family, all the sense of belong 
ing. Your father and mine was. or migh; 
have been, one of these. Thev are not 
Strangers to us. Our parents who were 


- burned in the gas ovens have risen from 


the dead, and you have restored to them 
all the comforts, the care. and the love of 
which Huler robbed them. ax though 
you were looking afttr yvour own fathers 
and mothers, whom you must indeed we 
m them.” 


Since Miss S7old, our modern saint. 
Started the Youth Aliyah movement 
over twenty years ago. devoting all 
the rest of her life to it. Israel has 
become the great mother of all Jewish 
orphan children. victims of the war 
whom Hutter and the Gestapo and the 
malevolence of the Arab peoples dis- 


possessed of all they had. of home and 
parents and families. It staggers the 
imagination to think what would have 
happened to these jnnocent§ child 
victims if Israel could not have taken 
them and clasped them to her breast. 
giving them a new home and a new 
family feeling. a new sense of kinship 
of belonging —all that had been stolen 
from them 

Every section of Israel's population. 
town and village, the managements of 
the kvutzot, and the municipal 
authorities m the towns, all their 
populations shared m thes sacred and 
historic work. The children of Miss 
S7old's time are grown up, are good. 
productive, active citizens. Many of 
the children who were brought up in 
the kvutzot are today energetic, useful 
members of their kvutzot. They have 
provided homes for their parents. 
those of them who were able to escape 
from hell in time. they now live in 
the kvutzot which. their children 
helped to build. They enjoy all riehts 
there. thanks to their children’s mem- 
bership and work. 

Other children went to. secendary 
school and wumniversity. and are now 
among the leaders in many fields of 
Israel's activity, as professional people 
and intellectuals have con 
tributed to the development of Israc! 
They fought in the war, most of them 
with the British forces against Hitler 
Many. by their knowledge of the Ger- 


man language, rendered valuable 
services in Intelligence They went 
into the enemys land. to help to 


orgamse the Resistance they assisted 
prisoners of war. including captured 
British soldiers. to escape. They 
bcought comfort and hope to Jewish 
refugees. Many never returned : they 
paid with their hives. Afterwards the, 
organised the illegal immigration to 
Israel in the last years of the British 
Mandate : and then they fought in the 
war of Israel's independence again<' 
the Arab armies. Some are now work 
me with the same Youth Alivah which 
looked after them when they were 
children. Some hold prominent posi 
trons with the Histadrut or with the 
non-Labour organisations, in State 
enterprises, or in private business 
concerns 

Ihe Youth Alivah has not stopped 
with the end of the war and the 
creation of the State. It still goes on 
You will find today Youth Aliyah 
grouns in Israel who have come from 
the Oriental. Asiatic, or North African 
countries, who have been adopted by 
the kvutzot of all political trends. and 


by the moshavimm, who treat them like 
therr own children. 

I saw chiidren among them from 
Iraq, from Egypt, from Afghanistan, 
from India, and from North Africa, 
from Morocco or from Tunis of 
Algiers. I have even seen a child from 
China. There are children with dark 
brown. almost black, or even yellow 
skins Ihe kibbutzim have placed 
them in separate quarters : they spend 
half their day learning Hebrew. getting 
an clementary education: the other 
half of the day they work im the 
kibbutz. They learn to plough and 
sow, to drive a tractor. I saw in one 
kvutza an old kibbutznik showme 
some coloured youngsters how to 
plant trees and how to drive a tractor ; 
he even taught them how to use a 
knife and fork, for the young people

who have come from the Asiatic and 
North African countries ‘were not 
brought up to the proper use of 
cutlery at the table in their parents’ 
homes. They had not known the usual 
Western hygiene. such as cleanmeg 
their teeth Their general Orental 
behaviour must be adapted to the hic 
in Israel 

A few months m a kibbutz or 24 
moshavy transforms these young 
people. Europeanises them. and they 
mix as equals with the young people 
born in the kibbutz. so that we can 
hardly tell who has come from Iraq or 
Yemen and who is a sabra. I! have 
made such mistakes myself. I remem- 
ber asking a small boy with a very 
dark skin, who looked lke a Falasha 
from Abyssinia. where he had come 


from. He looked at me proudly and 
said: “ Ani sabra “——“ I am a sabra.” 
And he added: “ Where do you come 
from?” 


The Oriental children in the kvutzot 
and in the moshavim are not orphans. 
Thev came to Isracl with their parents. 
But they were not being looked after 
properly Their parents didnt know 
how to. thev had no idea of our ways 
of looking after children, and they

in Coventry, incensed my supporters 
without—-I| must  contess «it 
influencing me.

No Political Antisemitism 


A general move to the Right inevit- 
ably encourages a measure of anti- 
semitism on the Extreme Right, just 
as a swing to the Left would have 
emboldened the Communists. Despite 
that, political antisemitism had no 
effective part in this Election, either 
nationally or locally. In Leeds and 
elsewhere the Poale Zion gave its 
benediction to the Labour candidates 
—with considerable success. In Whl- 
lesden. where there was a Jewish 
candidate, Jewish business men whose 
names are household words gave their 
blessing to the Tory candidates——wrth 
rather less success. Politicaliy speak- 
ing, however, there was no Jewish 
Question during the Election, and 
Jewish support for candidates was 
distributed according to the general

TIGER AT THE GATES 


Adapted by Christopher Fry, “ Tiger 
at the Gates” at the Apollo Theatre, 1s 
a modern version of Jean Giradoux's 
twenty-year-old play about the Trojan 
War. It does not live up to the expecta- 
tion aroused by such distinguished joint 
authorship. Although salted with 
civilised wit, it contains more argument 
than action. It is a thinly veiled com- 
ment on the 1930s, and the reaction of 
the intellectual faced with impending war. 
Today, with that particular war behind 
us, and with a world picture entirely 
changed by atomic weapons, we can no 
longer thrill, as we might have done, at 
a Hector boldly denouncing the martial 
spirit. The evening is graced by the fine 
emotional rhetoric of Michael Redgrave ; 
without. him the many long speeches 
might have proved tedious. 


DYLAN THOMAS GROWS UP 


Emlyn Williams, whose monologue 
impersonations of Dickens have become 
so famous. scts himself qa new task with 
the personality of Dylan Thomas. This 
poct, whe died (wo years ago, was known 
to Television viewers as a fantastic story- 
teller, and was honoured as a writer in 
a smalj and restricted circle. “* Under 
Milk Wood” brought him posthumous 
fame, and Emlyn Williams devotes a 
whole evening, at the Globe Theatre, to 
a living biography. He uses no make up, 
or scenery (save a chair and a screen) 
vet. to all intents and purposes, he 
becomes Dylan Thomas: and _ with 
extracts from the poet's own writings, 
many of them excruciatingly funny, he 
builds up a picture of a rare and divert-

THE TEMPEST 


A chill wind greeted the first perform- 
ance of the 22nd season of the Open Air 
Theatre in Regent's Park last week when 
Robert Atkins and the Folio Theatre 
Company presented “ The Tempest.”’

“GRANDMA MOSES” 


78-Year-Old Woman Painter 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


It looks as though painters here may 
also have discovered a “ Grandma 
Moses” in their midst. She is Mrs. 
Regina Hercbergowa, who, having 
started painting two years ago, is now

winning growing recognition “as. a 
painter at the age of 78. Ihe 
American woman painter who is now 
famous as “ Grandma “ Moses started 


her career a few years earlier than 
Mrs. Hercbergowa., 

About 30 of Mrs. Herchergowa’s 
canvases, mainly flowers, are on view at 
the Arthur Segal School of Painting in 
Hampstead, and fave excited unusual 
interest for their brilliant colour work 
and competent professional execution. 
They are considered a remarkable 
achievement for a woman of her years, 
who had never painted before and had 
so little professional instruction, all of 
it at this school. 

Mrs. Hercbergowa is a member of a 
talented Jewish family. Her nephew, 
Professor Thadeus Reichstein, of Basle, 
shared the Nobel Prize for Chemistry two 
years ago, and another nephew its a dis- 
tinguished lawyer in Zurich, She herself, 
a well-known fighter against the Tsar's 
oppressive policies and for women’s righis 
in her native Poland, came to this country 
during the First World War and immedi- 
ately threw herself into the Suffragette 
movement here. Together with Sylvia 
Pankhurst and Keir Hardie she organised 
the first co-operative toy factory in 
Britain. which she managed with out- 
standing success for several years. When 
she retired from business and in search 
of something to occupy herself, she took 
up painting. 

A woman of unusual cnergy. she is 
noted in Hampstead, where she lives, for 
her manifold interesis—politics and 
music, as well as art. She has long kept 
open house for struggling musicians and 


artists, many of whom she has helped 
on their way to fame 

Fwo other women cxhibiting at the 
Arthur Segal’s Painting School, where 
they have also been students and who 


demonstrate a high degrce of professional 
allainment, are Miss Priestly and Mrs. 
Beatrice Shoot, 


FIVE ISRAELI ARTISTS 


At the O’hana Gallery, Carlos Place, 
W.1, is an exhibition of paintings and 
ceramics by five Israeli artists who 
have not exhibited in Britain betore. 

This is not an.exhibition of Israeli art 
but a collection of works by a smail 
group of artists working in Isracl. 

There is Rico Blass, whose pleasant 
formalisation in soft light colours has 
been seen in Paris where he has studied. 
in Brazil, and in the United States. 

Jacob Ejisenscher has, perhaps, more 


richness. He won the Dizengoff -Prize 

in 1947, and now teaches at the new 

Bezalel School of Art in Jerusalem 
Nahum Gutman’s water colours. with 


their preoccupation with light rather than 
form as the sixth medium. are known. 
He was awarded the Gold Medal of 
International Art in the Venice Biennale 
of 1948. 

Aryeh Lubin’s decorative use of natural 
colour has been seen in the United States.

The most interesting work, however.

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$31,000,000 RAISED BY U.J.A. 
Awards for American Generals 


From our Correspondent 


WASHINGTON 

A total of $31,296,000 in cash has 
been raised by the United Jewish 
Appeal in the first five months of this 
year. was announced at a UJ.A. 
conference here last week-end. 

The conference, attended by 1,200 dele- 
gaics, was dedicated to the tenth anni- 
versary of the victory over Hitlerism. 

Herbert Fnedman, the newly 
appointed Executrwe Vice-Chairman of 
the U.A., appealed to American Jewry 
to “reappraise their thinking” and to 
give now, when hundreds thousands 
of Jews overseas sill needed aid and 
many were still wopardised, 

General J. McNarney, who succeeded 
General Eisenhower as Commander 
the U S.A. Occupation forces in Ger- 
many. said that America’s investment in 
the pas decade in sustaining tens of 
thousands of Jewish D.P.s and arding 
their resettiement in Isracl had brought 
a valuable return—4hrough the preserva- 
tion of a group which had helped 
democracy to become firmly implanted 
on the shores of the Mediterranean. 

Awards for humanitarian service in 
aiding Jewish victims of Nazism were 
presented to General McNarney, General 
John Hilldring, a former Assistant Secre- 


tary of State, General Mark Clark, a 
former U.S.A. Commander in Austria, 
General Lucius Clay, former Commander 
of the American Forces in Ewrope, 
General Clarence Huebner, former Com- 
mander m Germany, Senator Herbert 
Lehman, a former Director-General of 
Unrra, and six post-war civilian advisers 
on Jewish affairs who served with the 
Amerncan commanders in Europe. 

Before the conference 12 U_J.A. leaders 
called at the White House and presented 
an award for humanitarian service to 
President Eisenhower. 

The President said that he accepted the 
award on behalf of the Allied Forces 
which crushed Nazi tyranny. These forces 
had represented the heart of freedom and 
the belief that all people were entitled 
to life and liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. When one man was denied 
these rights all were threatened. ht had 
been a tremendous privilege for him to 
change from war to saving human lives 
and human dignity, 

Mr. William Rosenwald, the Chairman 
of the U.J.A., presented the award—an 
antique clay lamp. of the first century CE. 
recovered during archeological excava- 
tions in Isracl. The lamp, encased in a 
lass dome, bears the inscription: “ To 

resident Eisenhower, who has kept the 
lamp of freedom burning by his distin- 
guished humanitarian service to victims 
of Nazi tyranny.” 


rUNISIAN NATIONALIST 

LEADER’S PLEDGE

On his return here, on Wednesday 
of last week, after three years in exile, 
M. Habib Bourguiba, the leader of 
Neo-Destour, was given an enthusias- 
tic reception 

Among the Jewish representatives, who 
had been invited to the reception, were 
Rabbi Merss Cohen, the Acting Chef 
Rabbi, and M. Charles Haddad, President 
of the community. They were grected 
by M. Bourguiba with an embrace, the 
customary “ accolade,” im front of the 
crowd. 

Addressing the gathering. M. Bour- 
guiba reaffirmed that Mosiems and Jews 
would have an cqual status in an auto- 
nomous Tunisia. He Strongly condemned 
racialism and xenophobia and appealed 
for unity among all clements of the 
population. 


Despite M. Bourguiba's promise of 
equality before the law for Moslem and 
Jewish crizens of Tunisia, there is con- 
siderable disquiet among the Jewish com- 
munity there. reports the J:.T.A This 
concern is reflected in the new mecrease 
of registration for emigration to Israel.

abroad, which Isracl would repay over a 
number of years. Significantly the Isracli 
leaders emphasise that they are not 
anxious to obtain any free contributions 
or gitts from abroad for paying com- 
pensation to the Arabs. They consider 
this a sacred obligation primarily for the 
cuizens of Isracl themselves. 

Arab property in Israel consists ol 
(a) land. movable property, and 
ic) municipal buildings and other com- 
munal property. 

There are, | understand, no political 
strings. to Israel's offer and of this, 
too, the Western Governments have been 
informed. But she expects a bona fide 
attitude on the part of the Arab countries. 
Naturally, in agreeing to undertake these 
vast obligations, Israel, it is emphasised 
in Israeli quarters, could de so only if 
her offer would lead to negotiations and 
a sttlemeny with the Arab countries. 
There is some hope that a successful 
conclusion of the negotiations which Mr. 
Eric Johnson has been carrying on with 
the Arab Governments, as well as with 
Isracl, about the Jordan- Y armuk 
Deveiopment Project may serve as a 
stepping stone for further talks on other 
subjects and kad to a reduction of 
hosuluy and a possible settlement. 

Unfortunatcly, the Arab Governments 
have so far displayed no desire to solve 
the refugee problem. There is too much 
vested micrest involved agains, securi 
a settlement, although several ladividual 
Arabs have in the past few months 
expressed readiness to accept compensa- 
ton.

RUSSIA TO RELEASE

A number of Jews are among a 
party of 176 Austrian prisoners 
expected to arrive here shortly from 
Russia. Some of the prisoners have 
been in camps in Siberia for several 
years. 

Before the signing of the Austrian 
State Treaty, Russia promised to release 
all Austrian prisoners within two months. 
These include Jews who fled from 
Austria in 1938 and tried to cross the 
Soviet border. 

There were no Jews among the first 
group of 249 prisoners of war who 
returned here last week-end. Among the 
Party was the son of Seyss-Inquart, Naz 
Governor of Austria. who was sentenced 
to death at Nuremberg

the interests of peace and brotherhood 
between the nations in Asia and else- 
where.

they had survived, recovered their old 
land, and were rebuilding their own way 
of life. Ihe main reason behind that 
brave refusal to become extinct was 
“ your faith in Judaism.”’ 

It was announced during the press con- 
ference that selected groups of Burmese 
youth would be sent to Isracl to live for 
a ume in kibbutzim to study Israel's way 
of life and to report back to their couniry 
afierwards on whether similar settlements 
could be established in Burma. 

Ihe Burmese Premier confirmed Lon- 
don reports that one reason for his tour 
was to find markets for 2,000,000 tons 
of surplus rice annually, and he stated 
that he had enlisted the Israeli Govern- 
ment’s help in solving that problem. 

Mr. U Nw had talks with Mr. Ben-

From the Israeli point of view Colonel 
Nasser’s proposal for a demilitarised zone 
is yet another indication of the refusal 
of the Egyptian leaders to face the facts 
of the situation squarely and assume their 
responsibilities. Past experience has 
shown the impracticability of such neutral 
zones, which, at best, would merely give 
infiltrators an additional unguarded area 
in which to hide and to operate. 

The creation of neutral zones would be 
regarded by the Israelis, who have already 
resected American and British advice to 
keep their patrols away from the 
demarcation line, as tantamount to giving 
up part of their territory. This, to them, 
is out of the question. They also main- 
tain that the patrolling of the demarca- 
tion line is essential in order to guard 
border settlements. 

It is recalled that a “ no-man’'s-land ™ 
once existed in this area. but it proved so 
troublesome that in 1950 both = sides 
agreed to divide the region. 

Israc! has alwavs believed that direct 
high-level talks with the Arabs offered 
the best hope of finding means of 
improving relations between the two 
sides. and it will be remembered that 
every effort was made to arrange such 
talks with Jordan. 


Britain's Position 


It is envisaged that the talks would 
take place between the Director-General 
of the Israeli Foreign Ministry and his 
Egyptian counterpart, so that the talks 
would be political rather than military 
in character 

In the present atmosphere, it is thought 
here, some drastic action is imperative. 
It ws being recalled here that Britain 
countered Israeli objections to certain 
clauses of the Anglo-Egyptian agreement 
Sy Saying that once the treaty was signed 
she would be in a better position to use 
her influence on Egypt to come to some 
terms with Israel. It is, therefore, fel 
that the British Foreign Office, which 
failed to support Israel's demand for 
high-level talks with Jordan, now has 
an opportunity to implement her offer 
to use her good. offices by persuading 
the Egyptians lo agree to meet the Israclis 
on a igh enough level to ensure con- 
Siructive results. 

In a Statement issued on Tuesday the 
Isracli Foreign Ministry advised Egypt to 
pay close altienuon to the scrupulous 
fulfilment of its obligations under the 
Armistice Agreemeni—on the strength of 
which the Egyptians were occupying the 
Gaza strip, which did not belong to 
them-—as the Israeli Government was not 
prepdted to acquiesce to one-sided viola- 
tions of the Agreement by E,ypt. “ Any 
involvement in new adventures will... 
deal a mortal blow to the Egyptian 
régime.” the statement said. 

At an emergency meeting of the Egyp- 
tian-Israeli Armistice Commission on 
Tuesday the U.N. Chat’man supported 
an Egyptian resoluuion condemning Israel 
for the crossing of the border by “an 
armed unit’ on May 11, which resulied 
in the killing of two Egyptians, The 
Chairman said that: the “unit” con- 
sisted of four armed Israelis.

PROTESTS AGAINST NEO-NAZI’S APPOINTMENT

BONN 
The Prime Minister of Lower 
Saxony, Herr Heinrich Hellwege, has 
announced the establishment of a com- 
mittee to hear complaints against the 
appointment of Leonhard Schliiter, a 
leading neo-Nazi, as Minister of 


Education. Schliiter has asked to be 
relieved of his post pending the 
investigation. 


A week ago the Rector and Senate of 
Gottingen University resigned in protest 
at the appointmem. They were supported 
in their acuon by 5,000 students who 
refused to attend lectures. A number of 
high school teachers gave notice of 
leaving their jobs. 

A telegram of encouragement was sent 
to the Gottingen Senate, signed by Dr. 
Cyra Darlington and Don Salvador de 
Madariaga, of Oxford; Sir George 
Thomson, Master of Cor Christi 

; Dr. Polyani, of 
'; and 13 other distinguished 
scholars, including four Nobel Prize 
winners, 

in Germany, an avalanche of protests 
descended on the Federal Government 
and the Lower Saxony administration. 


A protest resolution was passed by the 
local Council of the Federation — of 
German Trade Unions and protests were 
ilso forthcoming from the Universities 
ind colleges of Brunswick, Berlin, Olden- 
burg, and Tiibingen. 

Dr. H. G. Van Dam, Secretary of 
the Central Council of Jews in Germany, 
on behalf of his Board of Directors, sent 
a letter to the Federation of Jewish 
Communities iff Lower Saxony instruct- 
ing tt not to co-operate with Schiiiter 
im matters concerning the Jewish 
community. 

Schliter refused to resign, claiming that 
he was himself a victim of Nazi discrium- 
ination against “ non-Aryans"’ (accord- 
ing to him, his mother was a Jewess), but 
he has not denied the charges against 
him which allege that he has been aotive 
as a neo-Nazi, that he was a co-founder 
of the Right-wing, extremist Deutsche 
Reich Partei, and that he has published 
books by proniinemt ex-Nazis since the 
end of the war. 

In spite of the protests, another ex-Nazi 
minister has been appointed to the Lower 
Saxony Government. He is Professor 
Hunke, a former Deputy Gauleiter for 
Berlin, who has been given the post of 
Secretary of State in the Ministry of 
Finance. Hunke is a member the 
All-German Bloc (Refugee Party).
